STATE TROOPS 
WAY TAKE PART 
N MANEUVERS, 


Mock War to Be Waged at 


Chickamauga 
Uctober, 


ALL GEORGIA COMMANDS 
MAY GET INTO ACTION 


Whether or Not State Camp Will Be 
Held Depends on Whether Con- 
gress Provides Money for 
Maneuvers of Regulars 
and Militia. 


It will depeng upon the action of con- 
gress whether the national guard of 
Georgia goes into camp in 1908. 

The office of the adjutant general in 
the state capitol hag been informed'that 
tentative plans are being made by the 
various southern: departments of the 
army relative to a grand maneuver of 
the regular’ army and the national 
guard of the southern states in Oc- 
tober. 

At the ‘offices.of the department of 
the gulf it is stated that these prepara- 
tions are practically at a standstill un- 
til some action is taken by congress; 
looking toward making an appropria- 
tion to defray the expenses of such an 
enormous maneuver. 

In the event one is arranged it will be 
held at Chickamauga Park in Septem- 
ber of October of 1908; the department 
of the gulf, the west and the lakes will 
participate in it ang it will probably 
be the largest ever attempted by the 
United States government. 

While all of the regular troops in 
these departments will, be sent there 
to camp the major portion of the mili- 
tia present will. be composed of the na- 
tional guard in the various southern 
states. 

Each department has been ordered to 
make out its outline of the proposed 
encampment. 

As soon as it is a settled fact how 
much money will ‘be appropriated for 
this encampment the'governor will be 
called upon to name the regiments and 
battalions to attend ‘from Georgia, and 
the dates he desires them in camp. 
Now that the. national guard. of Geor- 
gia has been cut down to three regi- 
ments and several detached battalions 
itis expected that the entire number 
will be sent into camp. 

If all the expenses incident upon the 
encampment are paid by Uncle Sam 
and not deducted from .the appropria- 
tion made to this state it will mean 
that the Georgia troops can be placed 
on the field in excellent shape. 

Cotonel Pomeroy states that he is 
waiting to see what will happen in re- 
gard to this national maneuver before

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TROOPS KEPT 
AT COLOFIELD 
BY ROOSEVELT 


He Gives Gon Sparks Five Days 
in Which to Summon 
Legislature, 


UNLESS GOVERNOR ACTS 
TROOPS WILL BE REMOVED 


Presiticnt Roosevelt Puts the Ques. 
tion Up to Nevada—Unless the 
State Exhausts Its Powers 
to Keep Peace, Troops 
Will Be Withdrawn.

Washington, December 28.—President 
Roosevelt today indicated by telegram 
to Governor Sparks of Nevada that the 
federal troops at Goldfield will be or- 
dered to remain for a further period of 
three weeks, provideg the governor, 
within five days, issues a‘call for a spe- 
cial session .of the legislature. The 
telegram of the president was in re- 
sponse to one from the governor in 
which he sets forth the need of armed 
intervention, and expresses thé doubt 
that to call the legislature would result 
in the necessary request from that body 
for federal aid. 

Sparks to Roosevelt. 


Governor Sparks’ dispatch reviews at 
length the condition bordering on do- 
mestic violence and insurrection exist. 
ing in the Goldfield mining district for 
the year past, ang continues as fol- 
lows: 


“This condition hes existed in thc 
Goldfield mining district tor the past 
year and exists there now. it calls for 
the presence of the troops to keep the 
peace. As this condition has been of 
slow growth it will take time to re- 
move it. in my judgment, it-is neces- 
sary that troops be xept at Goldfied 
an indefinite period of time. They 
should remain there until both sides 
are shown that the district ts not to 
remain an armed camp and a scene or 
continual warfare. The . communist 
and anarchist must seek new fields; 
the laboring man be convinced that ar. 
bitration and peaceful methods are 
more certain and lasting methods of 
improving his condition than by dyna- 
mite and the shotgun. This can only 
come about with time, and for the 
present, and some time in the future, 
the strong arm of the military must be 
in evidence to convince all that no 
cther method will be tolerated: It is 
known as a matter of os ae his- 
tory that I recommend a measure 
at the last session having for its ob-/| 
ject the establishment of a state con- 
‘stabulary alo the lines of the Texas 
rangers, ‘which was rejected. by that 
‘body, the members thereof still being 
in office.

They had drank 
until they were nearing the reckless 
state and had then bought a bottle. 

Many people were seen in saloons 
who ordinarily do not take a drink. 
It was almost the last chance. They 
had Sunday to rest up on and they 
took a fiyer just for luck. 

Stocks Greatly Depleted.

For weeks customers have 
jority of the saloons was greatly de- 
been dropping in on Saturday night 
and buying a bottie of whisky 
supply of wines or cordlals.

stock to the vanishing point. Many 
of the saloons had run out of ordinary 
supplies and none are buying any 
more.

Loss of Revenues. 


The collector’s books show the. re- 
ceipts from each department during the 
past year that will be eliminated 
wholly next year. 

In the four classes there are approx- 
imately two thousand federal licenses 
in the state, scattered throughout the 
145 counties as indicated. Of these 
fully one-half, may be more, are for 
retail liquor licenses, 

Durign the past year the government 
collected from spirits distilled from ap- 
ples, peaches, grapes, etc., $1,777.77. 
From none of this will a dollar be de- 
rived next year. “- 

From spirits coming from other ma- 
terials it gathered in $314,020.31, all 
of which Is dead. 

The government’s receipts on quanti- 
ties less than five hundred barrels 
(special tax) $100, was $1,208,34. None 
of this comes again. 

Rectifiers of 500 barrels or more (spe- 
cla tax ‘$200), paid in $1,800. That 
source of revenue has been exhausted 
by the prohibition law. 

From dealers in retail liquor, the 
special tax being $25, the collector of 
internal revenue has been collecting 
$43,038.37. This collection is a feature 
of the past. 

Wholesale liquor dealers with a spe- 
cial tax of $100 each last year paid in 
$10,520.83. This comes no more. 

“The aggregate collections are 
shown,’’ said Collector Rucker, viewing 
his reports, “to have been during the 
past year from the sources named over 
$600,000—-the figures are $632,440.08.”’

After he had taken stock he decided 
that there was a barrel of wine and @ 
barrel and a half of whisky which he 
would have no use for. §So, in the aft- 
ernoon he invited a few of his friends 
to his saloon to witnesg the pouring 
out of the wine and whisky into the 
street.

YING IN STATE 


The Potts-Thompéeon Liquor Company 
is in pecullar straits. It cannot en- 
gage in the liquor business after the 
first of the year under the laws of 
Georgia, and yet it is denied the right 
to remove its office and assets from 
the state, this last etatus of affairs 
developing yesterday when Judge Pen- 
dieton, in answer to the petition of the 
J. J. Goodrum Tobacco Company, tem- 
porarily enjoined this business house 
from moving to Chattanooga, as was 
its intention, the plaintiffs averring 
that the defendant is indebted to them 
in the sum of $28,125, balance due on 
the lease of the property in the three- 
story building at the intersetcion of 
Decatur, Peachtree and Edgewood av- 
enue, belonging to the George W. Col- 
lier estate, which the liquor company 


leased for five years in July of 1906 
for $37,500. 

A itemporary and permanent receiver, 
the prevention of the company from 
changing the status of its assets and 
a writ of ne exat wag also asked for. 
Judge Pendleton will hear the petition 
on January 6. 

In the petition it is declared that the 
company wag chartered under the laws 
of Georgia with thig city as its prin- 
cipal place of blusiness, and that it 
should not be allowed to withdraw un- 
til it had settled its obligations, ag re- 
moval from Georgia would put it out 
of the jurisdiction of the state courts. 

The petitioners also allege that there 
are @ number of other debts against 
the Hquor company, ahd that its leav- 
ing the estate would result in a verita- 
ble flood of suits for recovery of these.

It, in 
effect, declares that you have failed to 
call the iegislature together, because, 
in your judgment, the legislature would 
not call upon the government of the 
United States for the use of troops, @l- 
though, in your opinion, it ought to do 
80. The constitution of the United 
States imposes, not upon you, but upon 
the legislature if it can be convened, the 
duty of calling upon the government of 
the’ United States to protect the state 
of Nevada against domestic violence. 
you now request me to use the armed 
forees of the United States in viola- 
tion of the constitution, because, in 
your judgment, the legislature would 
fail to perform its duty under the con- 
stitution. The state povarnment cer- 
tainly does not appear to have made 
any serious effort to do its duty by the 
effective enforcement of its police func- 
tions, I repeat again what I have al- 
ready said to you several times, that, 
under the circumstances, now existing 
in the state of Nevada as made known 
to me, an application from the legisla- 
ture of the state is an essential condi- 
tion tothe indefinite continuance of the 
troops at Goldfield. 

“Circumstances may change, and if 
they do I will take whatever action 
the needs of the situation require so far 
as my constitutional powers permit. 
But the first need is that the state au- 
thorities should do their duty, and the 
first step towards this is the assembling 
of the legislature.

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SILVER RELICS FOUND. 


About two pounds and a half of silver 
trimmings of the bridle, saddle 
clothing of some Spanish grandee 0 
officer of Coronaio’s army, was found 
hidden away in a small, dry cave "way 
up among the almost inaccessible rocks 
on the 200,000-acre ranch belonging to 
Cc. W. Post, in Garza county, Texas, 
about 250 miles west of Ft. Worth. 

There are disks of silver about chree 
incl#g in diameter, and smaller disks, 
evidently intended for the head piece 
of a bridle. Then there are various 
long strips intended to cover the straps 
ofa bridle. Many of these pieces are 
rudely carved and @ngraved. - Among 
the relics are a variety of chains at- 
tached to large silver earrings; at the 
end of these chaing ‘dangly smal] silver 
crosses and crescents. 

It will be remembered that in about 
1580 Coronade put off north from the 
City of Mexico with a small, army, with 
the avowed purpose of discovering the 
mines from which the Aztecs secured the 
large quantitie, of gold and silver €v- 
erywhere in evidence. His journey was 
oontinuead north and across the Rio 
Grande, then up through this portion of 
Texas and clear wp onto the plains of 
Kansas, The point where these silver 
relics wete uncovered is a wild, rough 
and most picturesque spot. Imagine 
a great smooth plain with rich grass- 
covered lend extending as far as the 
eye can reach! That is the condition 
of a part of this big ranch itself. Com- 
ine from the west one suddenly reaches 
an immense step-off, averaging about 
250 feet deep—greak rocks many times 
perpendicular, and inaccessible. There 
are places where trails wind down, and 
one or two places where good roads 
have been built to get off from this 
mapper plain to the tower plain. Once 
the lower plain is reached, it In turn 
extends for Many miles to the east- 
ward 

When one reaches the great “step-off”’ 
a most wheautiful picture lies before 
him: looking towards thw east there 1s 
an immense spread of rich, smooth land, 
and away off, 75 miles, 
low “Double Mountain,” 45 
Kenzie's,”’ about 40 miles, “Flat 
while close by, about three miles, nestles 
the new, rapidly-grawing town 
after the owner of the ranch. 

City is located in one of the most beau- 
tifrl epots possible to conceive. It 4s 
heing rapidly built up, most of 
building being constructed of a splendid 
quality of light gray sandstone. 

Settlers are coming in and being lo- 
cated on the farms which Mr. Post cut 
out of the bie ranch. He builds for the 
farmers, houses, ouwt-buildings, puts in 
an omhard on each farm, and in this 
way the new svuttliers are comfortably 
provided for on the start. 

Post City is managed not by a board 
of aldermen, but by a board of Commis- 
sioners, and all public affairs are under 
their charge, subject restricted 
control by citizeng and builder of 
the town. Under this f af- 
fairs are conducted in a thrifty, eco- 
nomical manner, and the public utilities 
etter cared for. The waterworks sys- 
tem has already beey established, anu 
supplies plenty of soft, sweet Water for 
all purposes. This comes from a4 part 
iway up the step-off, perhaps 150 feet 
above the city, and has 4 natural pres- 
sure without the necessity of pumps. 
Sewers are under construction, Strects 
are well laid out, and each block has 
‘ts “allev.”’ Later on, when the county 
gets a little richer, 4 beautiful stone 
court house swill be erected. At present 
the county court is held in temporary 
quarters. 

In Post (ity working men can buy 
homes on small monthly payments, but 
each working man must show ability 
before he can obtain a home on these 
terms. The shiftiess, wandering, ne’er- 
do4well man does not meet with encour- 
agement. Labor union tyranny is not 
permitted in Post City. The public sen- 
timent and the power behind the laws 
geem sufficient to prevent interference 
with men who wish to work without 
wowing down or contributing from their 
earnings to support adjutators. 

The A. T. & 8. Fe. railroad has been 
surveyed through. There are two ©r 
three other railroads projected to anu 
through Post City. The financial strin- 
eency will probably de@ay building for 
a time. 

The first bale of cotton was brought 
into the new city the day before Thanks- 
giving, but no gin dg in operation here 
yet. The country hereabouts is almost 
ideal for cotton, as well as for other 
crops of the temperate zone. The ele- 
vation of Post City ia 2,226 feet above 
sea level and the air is dry, sweet and 
pure. The land is a rich loam, mixed 
with just a trifle of sand, making it 
fine for the farmer to plow. It grows 
cotton, corn; wheat, oats, alfalfa, and 
the two great ahd profitable grains for 
feeding stock; these are known. as kaflir 
corn and milo maize. Both grojw mucn 
like sugar cane, with ‘bushy’ heads. 
These heads are made up of smal ker- 
nels about the size of peas. These ker- 
nels of grain, are composed latgely of

WARDEN MAKES 
ANNUAL REPORT 


He Says Hospital Facilities 
Are Too Smalh 


HAS DONE MUCH GOOD WORK 


He Requests That Steps Be Taken 
at Once to Look After the Pa- 
tients Who Cannot Be Ac- 
commodated in the 
Grady Hospital. 


City Warden Evans has filed his re- 
port with:the council committee on 
hospitals and charities. 

In his report the warden refers to s 
lack of hospital ‘facilities and says the 
Grady hospital is entirely too small for 
the present needs of the city. 

He goes over the ground covered by 
the committee on hospitals and chari- 
ties, a report of which was published 


in full in last Sunday’s Constitution, 
and mentions each of the charitable in- 
stitutions in the city and speaks of 
the work it is doing. 

In referring to the Grady hospital he 
says: 

“While great goug has been accom- 
plished in all phases of the work, I 
have been handicapped by the want of 
hospital service. Each succeeding year 
the Grady hospital, for the want of fa- 
cilities, becomes more crowded, while 
the needs are more urgent. On a re- 
cent visit made by the committee we 
found the buildings running down, 
floors being worn, and a woeful lack 
of room for patients. 

“The av@rage number of patients 
daily at the Grady hospntal is one hun- 
dred—its full capacity—and it is esti- 
mated that from 200 to 225 patients and 
employees are fed there daily, and the 
maintenance of this institution costs the 
city $50,000 per annum. In order that 
I may meet the urgent demands made 
upon me for hospital service I request 
that you make arrange:inents for the 
treatment of the overflow of white pa- 
tients from the Grady hospital at some 
other place, and that funds be appro- 
priated for this purpose.” 

What Work Was Done.

“Ror the year ending December 25, 
1907, I registered, from all sources, 
2.260 calls. against 2,254 for the pre- 
ceding year; the riot victims being In- 
cluded in last year's report.

The Wisconsin Engine Company, of 
Corliss, Wis., won a great victory when 
the contract for a new pump was 
awarded to it by the city of Atlanta. 

If ever a city took time and was care- 
ful about selecting a pump that city 
was Atlanta, for nearly a year was 
consumed, and bids advertised for 
twice. Bvery kind of a pump manu- 
factured in this. county was inspected, 
and then, after it all the Wisconsin 
Engine Company won out. 

The gaining of such a contract was a 
great victory, because it was won on 
merit and economy. There was no po- 
litical pulling, no lobbying. It was a 
simple matter of business, It was: 

‘“Here’s your pump, and here’s what 
it will cost you.”’ 

After al} the investigating and in- 
specting referred to, after taking a 
year’s time, after twice securjng bids, 
after hearing from agents for nearly 
every big manufactory in the country, 
the Wisconsin company came out an 
easy winner. 

That was what made Cornelius T. 
Myers, the representative of the Wis- 
consin company, proud and happy, and 
why the ‘mayor, and members of the 
water board and city council extended 
to him their congratulations Friday 
morning when the contract for the 
pump was formally signed. 


How the Pump Was Bought. 


The story of how Atlanta bought a 
pump in the year 1907 will long be re- 
membered by every citizen. It is an 
interesting bit of municipal history. 

Atlanta wanted a new pump, and the 
best that was going, that had a capa- 
city of 20,000,000 gallons a day. Such 
a pump was advertised for, and when 
the advertisements were opened there 
appeared a representative of a centrif- 
ugal pump, who wanted his kind of a 
pump to be considered, although it had 
not been advertised for. This caused 
a split In the water board and special 
pump committee from council. The 
Wisconsin company had not then ap- 
peared on the scene. There was a 
wrangle, and it was finally decided to 
declare all bids off, and to advertise 
again for any and all kinds of pumps. 

The Bids that Were Made. 

At the second opening of bids the 
Wisconsin company was on hand. The 
bids for a vertica] pump were as fol- 
lows:

committee, and the vote in the city 
council was unanimous. | 

But the fight was not over. The Al-| 
lis-Chalmers people charged that the! 
Wisconsin company’s pump was not! 
first-class, and efforts were made to get 
letters from Milwaukee from the mayor'| 
to prove that the pump which the Wis- 
consin company had built there was not 
The result of this was 
that the water board and special coms) 
mittee became convinced beyond any 
doubt, by the evidence submitted to 
them, that the pump bought by Mil- 
waukee was perfectly satisfactory. 

It was charged that the Allis-Chal-| 
mers company was engaged in mud-fling- 
ing in Milwaukee, and some of the 
council members believed this to be 
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Wisconsin Bid the Best. 

The more investigating the water 
board and special committee did the 
more they found that the Wisconsin 
engine was the very best that the city 
of Atlanta could buy. They declared 
that not only was it the best pump, 
but it was more economical. It was 
ascertained that the Wisconsin com- 
pany was building big, economical en-

Ig fourteen months Atlanta will have 
its new pump, and it is believed ‘that it 
will be the best pump ever installed in 
the city.

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THE HOSPITAL AND THE MEDICAL COLLEGES. 


lt is to be regretted that a controversy has arisen over the question of 
“bedside instruction” to medical students in the wards of the Grady Hos- 
pital, Atlanta’s splendid public hospital. 

it is scarcely to be credited that this controversy is the result of feeling 
of rivalry between the medical colleges, for, as we understand it, the public 
hospitals of practically every leading city, not only in the south but through- 
out the country, recognize the importance and the public benefit of giving 
medical students the full opportunities offered by the public wards for ob- 
servation and instruction—an advantage of manifest public benefit, ‘and one 
that can be extended without in the slightest degree inconveniencing or 
injuring patients whose ailments, under carefully safeguarded regulations, are 
made object lessons to the young men who go out into the world to administer 
to the health of mankind, and upon whose knowledge so largely depends the 
comfort and well-being of humanity. 

Atlantaisthe great southern center of medical education. It is the most 
important feature of the city’s educational development. There are several 
Atlanta medical colleges, with students’from all parts of the south, and with 
facilities equaled by few, and excelled by none, of the institutions of medical 
learning in the south. 

it is significant that the real development of the city as a medical educa- 
tional center followed by the establishment of the Grady hospital, and it 
would be a mistake to withdraw any of the facilities which have contributed 
so materially toward making Atlanta the medical educational mecca of 
the south, 

If students are denied privileges here that are open to them in other 
cities, they will naturally go to those medical colleges which offer them 
greater facilities. 

So it seems to us that the duty of the hospital Board of Trustees at its 
meeting on Tuesday is clear. It should take such action as will make it 
apparent that not only now, but hereafter, it will permit, under reasonable 
and just regulations, the attendance of medical students of every Atlanta 
medical college upon the sick wards, thus giving to all the colleges the 
invaluable opportunity of supplementing their regular course of instruction 
by having their students thrown in personal contact with human ailment in 
its many forms as found in the hospital sick wards. It is not to be supposed 
for a moment that this privilege would be abused, and it is, of course, the duty 
of the trustees to formulate such orders as would make that impossible. The 
idea that the students from the colleges are to be turned into the wards like 
a drove of horses is, of course, preposterous, and as to the number to be 
admitted, that is a matter entirely within the control of the board. That 
the presence of these young men, in limited numbers, and with supervising 
physicians can do anybody harm—or that their attendance is distasteful to 
the patients, is, to say the least of it, not likely 

But as to the broad principle of “bedside instruction” and the manifest 
advantage of the use of the hospital public wards to that end—and of the 
fact that this can be done, as in other cities, without interfering with the 
peace and comfort of the patients—it seems to us that there is no reason 
for doubt as to the course the city shovld pursue.

The approach of a new year presents an excellent opportunity for the 
people of Atlanta and Georgia to bear im mind these central facts: 

That the financial and industrial welfare of the state and the nation 
hever rested on firmer foundations; 

That the present vague sense of uneasiness is absolutely unjustified by 
facts or precedent, and that it must speedily disappear as soon as this truth 
is universally recognized. 

Here are the reasons: 

The conditions which have previously given rise to prolonged financial 
and industrial disturbances in America are entirely lacking. The soil, the 
factories and the mines—the three great sources of our wealth—are of 
themselves in a condition of healthful productivity. 

Our crops are plentiful, and the world demands them at what may be 
considered at least a remunerative figure. This is, especially true of cotton— 
the south’s financial backbone. A man who has made a study of southern 
financial conditions expressed recently an opinion founded on sound logic: 
that “hard times” were impossible in the south, as long as cotton brought 
eleven cents a pound. 

The veriest novice must-at once recognize the truth of this automatic 
Jaw. Cotton and its influences ramify through every vein of our industrial 
and economic system. Business everywhere in the south is more or less 
dependent upon it. Business cannot, therefore, be in a bad way, collections 
cannot long remain indifferent or sluggish, ‘while this universal southern 
product is bringing more than twice its returns in the old panic years. 

The world also consumes vast and ever-increasing quantities of American 
manufactures. If a cessation of output comes it cannot, in the very nature of 
things, be otherwise than momentary, : 

What is true in general terms of the world, the nation and the een 
is true with emphasis of Georgia and Atlanta. This state and this city have 
grown and developed in the last twenty-five years in a manner that is ab- 
solutely unprecedented for this section of the country. 

The growth and the development are firm, solid, substantial; it is not 
the unhealthy bloat of inflation. Atlanta’s manufacturing and mercantile 
interests have expanded with an Aladdin rapidity. 

In Atlanta and throughout the state the banks, the bulwarks of our 
financial system, are strong, resourceful, safe, conservative. The local in- 
stance to the contrary ‘is absolutely unconnected with the general situation. 
it is exceptional. 

it is true that cruelly unscrupulous demagogy has created hysteria here 
and there, lack of confidence here and there, and constituted a menace to 
our prosperity. We use the past tense advisedly. Even demagogy learns its 
lesson. If it did not, the people would speedily enlighten it. 

it 1s seen, then, from a calm and truthful analysis, that this city, this 
state, the south and the nation, fundamentally speaking, are in excellent 
condition to face a new year There is no reason, in common logic, for mis- 
giving.

This is a part of the work only. Méniwere 
kept in New England showing to capital the 
advantages of manufacturing cotton gonds in 
the south. Through their efforts hundreds of 
millions of needed capital have been indwced 
to come here for investment and our Peon 
manufacturing industry is largely built 
through the work of the industrial depar 
ments of the roads. 

Such work was very expensive, yet it was 
all done at the expense of the roads. They 
looked to the far future for the return of this 
investment, to more and larger factories, bet- 
ter tilled farms, a larger population, a more 
prosperous country.

“On account of economic and psycno- 
logical differences in the two: races we 
believe that there should be a differ- 
ence in courses of study and methods 
of teaching and that there should be 
such an adjustment of school curricu- 
lum as shall meet the evident needs of 
regro youth. 

“We insist upon such an equitable dis- 
tribution of the school funds that all 
the youth of the negro race shall have 
at least an opportunity to receive ele.

As 
the hospital belongs to the public, the public 
is entitled to the truth. 

The exaggerated statements: which have 
been announced do not represent past, present 
or prospective conditions,

NO LONGER MONEY CRISIS. 


Premium Drops 
One-Quarter of One Per Cent. 


New York, December 28.—The fact that a 
money crisis no longer exists in New York 
was shown yesterday, says The Times, when 
the premium on currency drepped from 1 per 
cent to 4% of 1 per cent At the same time it 
was announced that there had been a decided 
drop in cable transfers.

The British 
reserve is now below £20,000,000, and the 
gold borrowed from France, due to the re- 
turned early In February, will make it nec- 
essary for the Bank of England to build up 
its reserve before relaxing the present strin- 
gency measures.

HERBERT H. BROWN’S VIEWS. 

The writer of this while enjoying the holi- 
days tn his own southland, cannot refrain 
from having at least a word to say about 
cotton, pending his return to New York on 
Tuesday. 

The week-end figures, as published this 
morning from Mr. Hester, are of a bearish 
nature, b utwill, I think, have but temporary 
influence tn that direction. The increase of 
50,900 bales in the visible supply for’ the 
week, as compared with last year, still leaves 
us 451,288 bales behind last year. The mill 
takings, while showing a falling off as com- 
pared with last season of 479,000, is almost 
entirely due to the northern spinmers and 
Canada, where a deficit of 411,000 bales is 
shown, 

The heavy movement for the past week or 
ten days is largely due to summer sales made 
at handsome prices for delivery in December, 
an@ is not evidence that the farmer at this 
time is throwing his cotton on the market. 
This movement for the moment has been the 
cause of furnishing temporarily the bearish 
figures as aboae. It is largely to the ports 
and simply reflects the culmination of trade 
between producer and consumer, and is leay- 
ing our shores daily. Y have not the amount 
on shipboard not yea cleared in hand, but 
venture the assertion that The Chronicle fig- 
ures as published this morning will show a 
large portion of our port stocks, something 
over 800,000 bales are on the ship ready to 
leave us, and after deducting this, that we 
only have something like a million bales in 
sight in this country at the ports and inte- 
rior towns. American mills have allowed 
their stocks to get down to a minimum, while 
the foreigner has grabbed the cotton. With 
the shortage of 2,000,000 baies in India and 
another shortage of nearly 500,000 in Russia 
and South America, the foreigner sees the 
handwritin on the wall, and is supplying him- 
self while he can. We are still of the opin- 
jon that the shortage here will be 2,500,000 
bales compared with last year, and with this 
immense shortage in the world's supply theh 
r curtailment going on in the east and south, 
which will amount to only about 200,000 bales, 
will have about as much effect as a fly on 
the buil’s tail. The remnant of the crop we 
are satisfied will bring fancy prices. Up to 
the present time we have ginned this year, 
according to last report to December 13, 
8,281,000 bales, and there has come into sight 
up to last night 6,426,000 bales, or 69.2 per 
cent of the amount ginned, which compared 
with 69.8 per cent last year, showing only 
6-10ths of 1 per cent more cotton held this 
year than last year. Weare firm believers in 
much higher prices, and a total outturn of 
the gins of under 11,000,000 bales. The 
shortage abroad is the milk in the cocoanut, 
and the foreigners will gladly absorb our 
American crop fhile the eastern mills play 
their bluff of curtailment in hopes of fright- 
ening the farmer to sell the balance of his 
erop. Ir you notice, however, spots stand 
like a stone wall as futures decline, and good 
middling is hard to get at ll%c to a ll%Xc. 
The man that is selling the other fellow’s 
property at a discount of $5 per bale will 
have a pretty time getting. the stuff to fill 
his contract. We advise the purchase of 
|cotton on every drive made at it by the 
bears for very much higher prices than yet 
seen.

His clients were babes in the fighting 
game when he took them in, but when 
he took them out they were either 
stiffs or too much alive for Mr. Brough- 
ton. 

The instruction in Broughton’s nur- 
sery included, according to an old pros- 
pectus saved from some ancient waste 
basket, “a lecture on manhood or 
gymnastic physiology, wherein the 
whole theory of the art of boxing will 
be fully explained by various opera- 
tions on the animal economy; and the 
principals of championship illustrated 
by proper experiments on the solids 
and fluids of the body; together with 
the true method of investigating the 
nature of the blows, stops, crossbut- 
tocks, etc., incident to combatants; the 
whole leading to a most successful 
method of beating a man deaf, dumb, 
lame, and blind,” 

Wow! Wow! Wow! 

Wouldn't you love to be left in that 
quiet nursery for a minute or two?

Cometh the Babe with a grievance 
against some cockney with muscles 
hardened by eating London fog. 

“I would like to take a few lessons 
in boxing,” quoth the Babe. “I would 
like to Knock the block off a friend of 
mine.” 

“Sure, Mike,” lightly replies Mr. 
Broughton. “For two dollars and a 
half a lesson I'll teach you how to 
paralyze seventeen boilermakers from 
San Francisco or knock from the poop 
deck any able seaman in Bob Evans’ 
fleet.”’ 

Then the Babe began to learn. 
lesson usually lasted about five min- 
utes, pay in advance.

They used to have some hot bouts in 
those days, however. The pluguglies 
of the olden days could not satisfy the 
rapler carrying gentry, beruffled and 
perfumed according to the historical 
novel, unless they spilled red blood 
and made black eyes.

The 
duke thought he would like to learn a 
few things about swatting people be- 
hind the ear and discovered that he 
would rather be a patron of the art 
than a demonstrator; so he put up the 
coin for Mr. Broughton to run his 
school and attract other dukes and 
counts and others who were too great 
to' be busied with serious affairs of the 
world. 

The duke took Broughton over to 
Berlin one day. The chronicler has 
not said whether Mr. Broughton suc- 
cessfully taught the Ttutons anything 
or not. The newspaper men who went 
over to send back wireless reports of 
the visit, however, got about as much 
talk into their dispatches as the man- 
agers of talkfest fighters put over on 
the sporting editors of today.

TRAIN REMOVALS 
ARE. OPPOSED 


Secretary of Railroad Commis- 
sion Has Made Protest 


SEEK TO REDUCE EXPENSES 


The Southern Railway as a Matter 
of Economy Seeks to Remore 
Certain Passenger Trains in 
Alabama — Suggestions 
Are Made. 


‘ 


Montgomery, <Ala., December 28.— 
(Special.)—Secretary Kennedy, of the 
railroad commission, has written J. S. 
B. Thompson, assistant to the president 
of the Southern railway, advising 
against the taking off of certain pas- 
senger trains now sought “ be removed 
as a matter of economy about the 5th 
of January. It is hoped that with the 
Suggestions made no service will be 
cut out that can not be taken care of 
by other trains which are now in ser- 
vice, 

The officials desired to Yeave off Nos, 
2! and 22 between Anniston and Bir- 
mingham, 37 and 38 between Birming- 
ham and Columbus, Miss.; 23 ang 24 
between Rome, Ga, and Wilton, Ala., 
the desire being to stop the train at 
Childersburg, as before; I! and !2 be- 
tween Selma d Akron. 

Mr. Kennedy suggests that as there is 
good service between Anniston and 
Birmingham on the Loutsville and 
Nashville, and the Southern promises 
to hand'e local work on three through 
trains each way a day, the Anniston- 
Birmingham train might be left off. 
However, he says the commission 
would insist that if the through trains 
are to do local work they must be kept 
at least within an hour of schedule 
time. 

By reason of the extension of what 
is known as the Corona accommodation 
tc Columbus, Miss., the service *betygeen 
that place and Birmingham would not 
be badly hurt by taking off 37 and 38, 
hence it is not opposed. Tt is not 
thought, however, that the Wilton 
train should be stopped at Childers- 
burg. Mr. Kennedy points out that one 
train may be taken off from Wilton to 
Selma and have good service, as the 
Birmizgham-Selma train would supply 
the deficiency. He also says that the 
commission could not see its way clear 
to allow one train taken off between 
Akron and Selma as it would cripple 
the service too generally to be thought 
of if at all possible to prevent It. 

Mr. Kennedy, who is an old Southern 
railway inan, makes a number of sug- 
gestions in the way of shifting crews 
and trains out of which it 1s thought 
plans may be reached to reduce the ex- 
penses at this time and at the same 
time Keep the trains running along 
fairly well. The whole matter wil] 
likely be taken up at a meeting of the 
jcommission soon. 

It is notable that no trains are to be 
taken off in north Alabama, nor along 
many of the divisions of the Southern, 
though it is thought that many of them 
are going to run short of revenue for 
the next few months. The railroag 
company insists that they will have to 
have relief, but it is a fact that they 
are willing to do all they can to keep 
the service up to the best possible.

December Drings with it the happy 
Christmastide when family ties are 
strengthened by joyous reunions under 
the old roof tree and loving greetings 
and good wishes fly from friend to 
friend, belting this earth with a chain 
of Christmas greetings, carrying the 
message of the Christ-child wherever @ 
written language is known, 

Again December brings into our lives 
a feeling of conclusion which is nat 
always an unhappy state of mind. The 
year has come to an end, the clock of 
time has struck another hour, and the 
task not finished must be set aside for 
another year or for other hands to 
complete. If the time has been spent in 
faithful service, if the work has been 
done carefully, and conscientiously, we 
should face the summing up with a 
calm and peaceful mind. Time has been 
given us to show what we could do; if 
we have wasted i, there may be great 
lessons in the present moments of fre- 
gret which haunt our souls; if we have 
spent it wel, we are stronger to face 
the tasks of the coming year.

“The Walls of Jericho.” 


“The Walls of Jericho,”” by Alfred Su- 
tro, which comes to the Grand Monday 


and Tuesday, is recognized as one of 
the strongest society dramas that have 
been written in many years. It is 
interesting as a play, and while it is 
not intended to preach a sermon, it 
does so nevertheless with stirring ef- 
fect. Society people and students of 
social life have admitted on all sides 
that the arraignment of London's 
smart set is one of the most force- 
fu] and purposeful attacks on the friv- 
olity of the so-called smart set that 
has ever been placed upon the stage, 
its appeal being all the more convinc- 
ing because the play is modern, its 
characters real, its language up-to- 
date, and its incidents true. 

In “The Walls of Jericho’’ Mr. Sutro 
has set forth in striking contrast the 
useless and useful member of society, 
society in its broad sense, and out of 
these contrasts he has built an excep- 
tionally uncommon play. 

The story tells of Jack Frobisher, 
a sterling young fellow, who has carved 
out a fortune in Australia, who has 
been an active factor there in the 
progress of the commonwealth, and 
who has come to London with his 
huge fortune, taken a wife from the 
peerage, lived for three years in the 
fret and stew of society, and come 
into perfect knowledge of the aim- 
lessness of his existence and those 
about him.

irotten environment and, after being 
| balked by the selfishness, laxity and 
(sloth of those whom the poison of ease 
has permeated, he succeeds in_ his 
aims. The denouement is reached 
after four acts of interesting episodes 
and animated, thoughtful colloquy.

Gradually he overcomes her fears, and 
in the “Oh, Night of Rapture’ duet 
comes an outburst of rich melody, ris- 
ing to climax on climax, during which 
little Butterfly is transformed from the 
shrinking girl to the all-trusting 
woman. At no moment in the opera is 
the power of fPuccini’s score more 
thrilling than in this finale to the first 
act.

Their 
little son plays in the garden and But- 
terfly waits at the window, scanning 
the horizon for a glimpse of her lover’s 
ship.

He is modest in talking about 
himself, and the information I have 
' given here is not from him. I find that 
he. has the respect and esteem of every 
one here, and the general opinion is 
that he will succeed. I am told he isa 
large owner of lands in the subtrbs of 
Khartum. About three or four years 
ago he bought sixty acres just outside 
the town, paying $100 or $150 per acre 
for it. The total cost was under $10,- 
000. That land is rapidly increasing in

The cotton is brought in 
baks of matting, and is sold just 4s 
it is when picked from the plants. The 
are displayed in flat, round 
baskets, each of which holds perhaps a 
bustiel; and when carried away it is 
put up in bags and not bales, A 
great part of it goes to the native 
wearers, who turn it into cloth, using 
the smallest factories one can imagine. 

Not far from the street where the 
cotton is sold I found a little factory, 
which put the raw material through all 
the processes and turned it into native 
cloth. The establshment consisted of 
a half dozen mud huts, shut off from 
the street by a mud wall, which, with 
the huts, formed a court. In the court 
a dozen black-skinned women were sit- 
ting and spinning, while the Weaving 
went on in the uuts at the back, ‘Ihe 
gin was somewhat like a clothes wrin- 
ger, save that the yolls were about as 
big around as the ordinary candle, and 
that the whole machine was so small 
that it could have fitted into a peck 
measure. One woman turned the ma- 
while another put in the cotton 
and picked out the seeds as they failed 
to go through. Near the gin sat two 
women who were snapping the lint with 
bowstrings to separate the iibers, and 
further over there were a half dozen 
others, sitting cross-legged and Spin- 
hing the lint into yarn by hand, 

I went to the nmiud huts at the back 
and looked in at the weavers. They 
were black boys and men, who sat be- 
fore rude looms on the edge of ‘holes in 
the ground. The looms were so made 
that they coula be worked with the 
feet, the shuttles being thrown back 
and forth by hand, The jatter moved 
through the cloth with a whistling 
noise, and this was about the only 


in 


sound to be heard. The cloth turned 
out is very good. It is well woven, soft 
and brings good prices, Its wearing 
qualities are better than those of the 
Manchester and American cottons. 1 
asked what wages the boy weavers re- 
ceived, and was told !0 cents a day. 
The New Omdurman. 

The British government is rapidly im- 
proving Omdurman. When the mahdj 
lived here it contained six or eight 
hundrerd thousand people: and it stfil 
covers about the eame space ag then, 
although its population is not more 
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than seventy thousand. It is a city ot 
mud huts. There are not a dozen two- 
story houses in it, and the place still 
looks somewhat like a large native 
camp. When i first-rode through: it I 
asked my guide whether the holés in 
the walis had not been made by can- 
non balls at the time of the battle. 
He replied, “Why, man, those are the 
Pretest The houses have no other 
windows than those.’’ The huts are all 
flat roofed, with drain pipes extending 
out into the streets, eo. that the water 
pours down the necks of the passerby 
when it rains. The stores are mere 
square rooms, facing the streets—they 
rent for a dollar or so a month—and 
everything is simple and exceedingly 
cheap. 

The government is improving things 
gradually. It is making a new plan for 
the city and has already laid out many 
wide streets. It has taken the sixty 
acres which the Khalifa had for his 
special headquarters and will build 
dwellings of the first class upon it. 
This tract is still surrounded by a great 
wall, twelve or fifteen feet high and 
four or five feet in thickness. It once 
contained an open-air mosque and alro 
the chief buildings of the khalifa. In 
another part of the town there will be 
second-class dwellings; and in a third 
dwellings of the third class. The civil 
engineers have already laid out a park 
in the center of the city, and the veg- 
etation in it is watered by women who 
bring the supply from the Nile in 


Sreat jars on their hecds. In this park 
‘the band will play every Friday after- 
;noon.,. 
Tac Native Hospitals. 
Omdurman has now hospitals; which 
have been recently established by the 
Sudan government. I was taken through 
them by the governor, and the English 
and Egyptian doctors in charge gave 
i every opportunity to - see their 
rork. I was even» offered the chance 
to be present at several surgical oper- 
ations, including the cutting off of the 
leg of a patient who had just come in, 
but I declined. The hospitals cover five 
or @ix acres. Their buildings are of 
one story and they are made of sun- 
dried brick, but they are cool and well 
lighted. The patients are black men 
and women of many tribes. There were 
several hundred in the various wards, 
and the doctors told me that during 
the past year they had given treatment 
to twelve thousand sick who had been 
brought to the doors of the hospital, 
and in addition to the eight or nine 
hundred patients who were Kept in the 
hospital itself. The British are greatly 
improving the sanitary conditions of 
the natives. They have cleaned up the 
city, and it now looks remarkably well 
for a native town. It is rapidly grow- 
ing, and will probably be the commer- 
cial capital of the Sudan. It will keep 
its African character, but will be mod- 
ified by the new Africa, and, as such, 
will be one of the most int.. 
cities of the continent. 
Slavery in the Sudan, 


The British are doing what they can 
to break up slavery in tae Sudan, This 
region was once one of the chief clave 
markets of the continent. Slaves were 
brought by the thousands from Centra] 
Atrica to Khartum and Omdurman, 
and they found their way thence down 
to Egypt. During the Egyptian rule 
there were military stations in differ- 
ent parts of the country, and they be- 
came centers of the slave trade, and 
when the navigation of the White 
Nile was declared free it was made a 
slave route. Later on the Arabs raided 
the natives of Central Africa and sent 
up their slaves to Khartum,. The trade 
was somewhat checked while Gordon 
ruled, but it broke out again under the 
mahdi, and when the British took hold 
Omdurman was one of the chief slave 
markets, and slaves were brought in 
in droves from all parts of the coun- 
try. Since then the buying and selling 
of slaves has been stopped, as far as 
possible, but it is still carried on in 
many of the provinces, and it will be 
a long time before it can be entirely 
eradicated. Sixty-seven slave dealers 
were captured last year and _ tried. 
Fifty-eight were convicted and more 
than fifty received sentenced in the 
penitentiary of from one to seven 
years each. 

What a Swiss Boy Did. 


While I was at Assiout, about 300 miles 


j ; 
dent of the training college there, told 


me how a poor Swiss boy broke up the 
Shave trade of upper Egypt. Said he: 
“This incident occurred. just before the 
British. occupation of some years ago. 
The poy, whose name was Roth, got the 
idea that it was his mission to ai in 
eabalishing slavery and that his field 
lay in the Sudan. He had no money, but 


thence up the Nile to Assiout, landing 
here without a cent. He applied for 
work at the mission school, telling us 
his plans, and we finally arranged that 
he could teach French. While doing 50 
he studfed Arabic and went out through 
the country to learn all he could as to 
slavery. He spent his vacations living 
with the people, traveling about and vis- 
iting the villages. it was then contra- 
ry to the law to sell slaves in Egypt, but 
Roth learned that the tnade was going 
on, and that caravans were bringing 
Slaves from the Sudan gown here, and 
that they were then sent to Tunis and 
Tripoll and thence to Constantinople. 
One day he came into the mission and 
Said that a big slave caravan was en- 
camped outside <Assiouvt, and that the 
men hid the slaves in caves during the 
day and sold them at night. He begged 
me to go with him to tthe governor and 
demand that they be punished. -I did go, 
but was not able to do anything.” 


“Roth despaired somewhat, but said he 
intended ito go to Cairo and get the Eng- 
lish consul general to help him. He did 
so anid convinced the consul general that 
his story was true. The two went to- 
gether to Riaz Pasha, who wag then for- 
eign minister, and demanded that the 
sale of slaves be stopped. Roth had 
then the English government behind him, 
and the Egyptian government had to re- 
spect him. They gave him a company 
of 200 soldiers and told him ‘to go back 
to Assiouwt and capture the caravan. It 
was probably their intention to notify 
the slave dealers in time, so they coutu 
get away, but Roth stopped his special 
train outside the town, divided his com- 
pany into two bands, surrounded the 
caravan and took the traders and sixty- 
seven slaves, whiom they had with them, 
He brought the slaves to the mission 
school and said he wanted me to hold 
them, as the Egyptians would not dare 
to take them from under the American 
flag. 

“Shortly after this there came a mées- 
gage from ‘the governor of the province 
ordering that the slaves be given uD. 
The messengers were backed by s0l- 
diers, but nevertheless I refused, saying 
it was impossible on account of the ab- 
sence of Dr. Hoge, the superintendent 
of the.mission. The next day Dr. Hoge 
arrived, and the governor sent for him. 
He abused him for not giving up the 
slaves, whereupon Dr. Hoge changed him 
with wanting to evade the law, and told 
him that if Assiout had any respect 
for the. law or had a governor who was 
anything of a man, the caravan would 
have béen already arrested and the own- 


ars punished. He then demnded that 
this pe done, and as a result the slave 
Geulers and Salves were taken to vairo 
to be tried there. The government of 
Egypt did not dare to whitewash the 
transaction, and it wag forced to dis- 
miss the governor and punish the slave 
dealers, Roth was afterwards appointed 
an agent of the Egyptian government to 
keap i@own the slave trade. He came to 
the Sudan and carried on his work there 
in connection with Gordon and Slatin 
Pasha, and Slatin speakg of him in his 
book, entitled “Fire and Sword in the 
Sudan.” He died while fighting the slave 
trade there,”
